--necessity, and It Is said that the city can
be taken by the American forces without
the cost of a life: but the attitude of the
Insurgents make" It almost Imperative that
surrender be delated until General Merritt
receives reinforcements sufficient to pro-

tect the Ihes and interests oT the inhab-
itant? ngainn the rapacity of the horde"
under Agulnaldo.

It would eem that ome understanding
with the Insurgents mut be rcachedr"or
that the United State government must
prepare lteir for the possibility of having
to fight the native army. lf-th- e terms of
peace proposed by President JIcKlnley
should be accepted by Spain) and an im-

mediate cessation of hostilities ensue; it
would not be strange if the American and
Spanish soldiers, now enemies, would be
come allies In the Philippines. This (s all'
the more probable since the Philippine
questlcn. as far as the Spanish-America- n

Interests are concerned. Is left open for

Of this the world may bejissured: The

United States will not cease operations In
the Philippines so long as there Is Im-

minent danger of a reign of anarchy In
the island", much less if there should be
an actual outbreak against the Americans
on the part of the insurgents.

BICGRR AM) FASTER D 1TTLESIIIPS.
Yestcrdaj's dispatches announced that

the question of plans and specifications for
the three new battleships provided for in
the naval programme had been reopened
with a view to making the ships both
larger and faster than was originally In-

tended. There will be a good deal of sat-

isfaction over this announcement, for if
the present war has taught us any les-

sons at all It lias taught us the advantage
of speed combined with power.

In all the speculation concerning a possi-
ble meeting between our fleet and that un-

der Admiral Cervera, prior to the latter' s
entrance into Santiago harbor. It was very
generally admitted that the Spanish ships,

.or several of them at least, would have a
decided advantage in point of speed, and
that if the meeting took place In the open
sea It was quite possible that several of the
Spanish ships would escape simply through
their superior traveling capacity. AVhen
the test tame, in spite of the fact that the
enemy had to come out of a blockaded
Tiarbor. the rapid Cristobal Colon almost
made her escape, and probably would have
given us the slip but for the exceptional
speed developed by the Oregon when rapidi-
ty was most needed.

It is proposed to make the new ships
larger than any now in the navy, givirg

Ihem about 11.(100 tons displacement, with a
maximum speed of at least eighteen knots.
Such an addition to the navy would vastly
strengthen its fighting capacity, and un-

der certain circumstances the additional
strength and speed now contemplated
might bring about an otherwise doubtful

Ictory.
But the navy department does not need

to rely wholly upon the lessons of the pres-
ent war In urging these changes In plans.
A measurement of foreign navies would
suggest the great expediency of such im-

provements in our new ships of the first
class. Great Britain has nine battleships
of 14.S00 tons each, with a.speed of seventeen
and one-ha- lf knots.and eight of almost equal
tonnage-makin- the same time, and is build-
ing three of 13.0W tons to have a sped of
eighteen knots. France has seven ships of
10,000 tons or more, with capacities rang-
ing from seienteen to eighteen knots.
Italy has two. Germany three and Russia
two battleships cnpable of making from
seventeen and one-ha- lf to eighteen knots,
and Russia Is building two additional ships
to have a rate of eighteen knots.

It Is true that some of these foreign ships
do not equal the Americiin vessels in or

and armament, but it Is also true
that several of them surpass our first
class fighters In one or the other of these
particulars.

It will be noticed that of all the com-

modities quoted silver Is the onlv one which
has fallen In price. The others have gone
up from l"i to 100 per cent. What has be-

come of the "law" Bryan and his organ
used to lay co much stress on that silver
and wheat nnd other agricultural products
were so tied together that if the former
fell In price the latter must fall, too?

It is proper to ask what has become of
the contention of the Bryanites that there
could be no advance in prices unless free
coinage at the fraudulent ratio of 10 to 1

was secured, and of the further contention
that if the gold standard was retained
there would be a steady decline in prices.
The Branltes chattered incessantly about
the "appreciating gold dollar." They al-

leged that the prices of the farmer's prod-
ucts would fall and hence he would be less
able to pay his taxes and clear off mort-
gages. Those statements won many a
vote for the Bryan ticket.

There Is not a farmer In the United
States who does not know that prices of
breadstuffg and provisions have advanced
greatly since Bryan was nominated, in
spite of his prediction that they could not
advance. The farmers of Nebraska have
paid off mortgages amounting to many
millions of dollars. So have the farmers
of Kansas and other state. Bryan pre-

dicted that those mortgages could not be
paid off if the gold standard was retained.
Nevertheless, they have been paid off. If

the farmers still believe that the gold dol-

lar Is "appreciating in value" they ought
to have lost their fear of "appreciating"
dollars when they get more of those dol-

lars for their products than they did two
years ago.

This argument that prices had fallen be-
cause sliver had been demonetized and
would keep on falling until the gold stand-
ard was given up was? one great cause of
the strength of Bryanlsm among the farm-
ersespecially those Western farmers who
had suffered the most from the decline In
prices. That argument has been disproved
by the inexorable logic of facts. Therefore
the Bryanlte stump speakers this fali will
be unable to u?e much of the material they
used in l&K. If they venture to talk of
silver and wheat as rising and falling to-

gether they will be laughed at. If they
assert that prices cannot advance under
the gold standard every farmer will con-
tradict them. What can those stumpers
do except insinuate to the debtors in their
audiences that free coinage means a de-
based legal tender coinage uible in the
pament of gold standard debts? But
there are not as many debtors to-d- as
there were two ears ago. Tho good crops
and the high prices paid for them in gold
value money have wiped out much of the
burdensome indebtedness of l"".

There Is no such gauge of national
progress as war. It tests the capacity of
a people to the utmost, brings out all their
resources and enables an exact measure
of their strength and capabilities to be
taken.

The present war with Spain Is a meas-
ure of the growth of the nation In the
thirty-thre- e ears which have passed since
the close of the war for the Union. It took
two ears for the countr- - to get ready to
fight in the '60s. It was 1S63 before we
really began the contest. In 1S5S wo were
fighting ten das after war was declared
and the contest Is likely to be finished in
four months after It began. We had grown
In strength and capacity to such a degree
that a month's work counts now for as
much as a ear's work a generation back.

It Is not only In material resources that
the American people have grown. They
have grown equally in quickness of intel
lect and largeness of mental grasp. It
needed twenty-fou- r months to educate the
people to the probable results of the war
for the union. Even after Lincoln had Is
sued his proclamation freeing the slaves
a majority of Northern people were still
hesitating. But In three months the peo
ple have grasped the scope of the war
with Spain and are ready to decido on its
results.

There are other was in which the war
has marked time for the American people.
But as a tet of their growth in material
resources and mental grasp it has fur-
nished abundant evidence.
